So far as can be learned, nineteen 
persons were killed in the state and 
tw enty injured, many so badly they 
will die. 
Among the killed are several little 
school children who were caught by a 
falling wall. 
They were horribly 
mangled by the heavy tim bers and 
broken iron work as it crushed down 
on them as they sat terrified at their 
desks.
